ANNUAL  MEDICAL  REPORT  FOR  1921 


Dr.  Bertram  Suggit,  Medical  Officer  of 
Baldock,  submitted  his  annual  report  re- 
garding the  health  of  Baldock  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Baldock  Urban  District  Coun- 
cil recently.  The  resume  Is  as  follows  : — 

The  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I beg  to  submit  to  your 
Council  my  sixth  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  your 
district. 

This  is  the  first  of  a series  of  ordinary 
reports  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  general  health  of  the  town  has  been 
remarkably  good,  and  there  has  been  no 
epidemic  throughout  the  year. 

There  were  the  usual  cases  of  influenza 
of  a mild  type  during  January  to  March, 
and  again  in  Q.ctober  and  December,  a 
few  cases  of  gastric  type  occurring  in 
June. 

Schools  were  closed  for  a few  days  to- 
wards the  end  of  July  on  account  of 
mumps,  but  this  did  not  assume  the 
nature  rff  an  epidemic. 

Mention  /hould  be  made,  however,  of 
the  exceptional  rainfall  for  the  district — 
11.53  inches  as  against  the  usual  register 
of  well  over  20  inches. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS. 

Your  district  has  an  area  of  358  acres. 
The  population  at  the  census  taken  on 
June  19th  was  2,475  (males  1186,  females 
1289),  an  increase  since  the  last  census 
of  1911  of  381,  but  only  an  increase  of  174 
since  the  census  of  1891. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  and 
separate  occupiers  was  658  by  the  end  of 
the  year,  an  increase  of  34  houses  over  the 
previous  year. 

The  rateable  value  amounts  to  ;C9,393, 
and  the  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate 
£35. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. — There  were  40  births  during 
me  vear,  as  follows ; Legitimate,  3.5 
(male's  21,  females  14);  illegitimate,  5 
(males  3,  females  2).  This  gives  a birth- 
rate of  16.16  per  1,000  population,  which 
is  the  lowest  on  record  excepting  the  year 
1919,  and  which  compares  unfavourably 
with  22.4,  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  for  the 
vear  was  28,  giving  a death-rate  of  11.3 
per  1,000  population,  the  rate  for  England 
being  12.1.  Of  these  28  deaths  six  were 
due  to  heart  disease  and  six  to  cancer. 

Infant  Mortality,  or  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  per  1,000  births. — Legiti- 
mate 50,  illegitimate  0;  compared  with  83 
for  England  and  Wales.  Deaths  from 
measles  (all  ages),  0:  deaths  from  whoop- 
ing cough  (all  ages),  0;  deaths  from 
diarrhoea  (under  two  years  of  age),  1.

Cases  of  tuberculosis  are  for  the  most 
part  referred  to  the  Clinic  at  Letchworth, 
and  disinfection  of  premises  is  earned 
out  where  there  has  been  a death  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

One  case  was  notified  and  treated  at 
home.  Vision  was  unimpaired. 

NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOS- 
PITALS, ETC.,  AVAILABLE 
FOR  DISTRICT. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. — 
This  is  provided  for  by  the  Baldock  Nurs- 
ing Club,  run  entirely  by  voluntary  sub- 
scribers and  members  of  the  elub,  the 
latter  contributing  the  sum  of  2/-  per 
quarter  for  every  worker  in  the  household. 
This  provides  for  the  services  of  a visit- 
ing nurse  to  all  members  of  the  house. 
There  is  no  grant  by  the  County  Council 
or  Local  Authority,  and  the  generous  sup- 
port of  voluntary  subscribers  is  much 
needed. 

Midwives. — A midwife  subsidised  by 
the  County  Council  works  in  our  district 
and  outside  it,  and  also  fulfils  the  duties 
of  school  nurse  and  health  visitor. 

Clinics  and  Treat.ment  Centres. — 
There  are  none  in  our  district,  though  a 
voluntary  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre  is  about  to  be  started. 

HOSPITALS  PROVIDED  OR  SUBSID- 
ISED BY  THE  LOCAL  AUTHORITY  OR 
BY  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL. 

(1)  Tuberculosis. — There  is  a Hospital 
at  Ware  and  a Children’s  Sanatorium  at 
Harpenden  under  the  County  Council. 
Beds  are  subsidised  by  the  County  Coun- 
cil for  non-pulmonary  cases  at  the  Letch- 
worth Hospital  as  occasion  demands. 

(2)  Maternity. — This  is  provided  for  by 
“The  Maples”  at  Hitchin,  under  the 
County  Council. 

(3)  Children. — There  is  no  special  chil- 
dren’s hospital,  but  children  suffering 
from  ophthalmia  and  diarhoea  are  admitted 
to  local  hospitals  under  the  County  Coun- 
cil scheme. 

(4)  Fever. — We  pay  a retaining  fee  in 
order  that  we  may  send  patients  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  Hitchin  Road,  Letch- 
worth, under  the  joint  committee  of  the 
Hitchin  Rural  and  Letchworth  Urban  Dis- 
trict Councils,  but  we  have  not  always 
been  able  to  get  our  cases  admitted. 

(5)  Sraall-pox. — A small  hospital  at 
Lanelev  is  available  and  would  be  staffed 
if  needed. 

There  is  no  institutional  provision  for 
unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants, 
and  homeless  children  in  our  district. 

Ambulance  Facilities. — (a)  A Red  Cross 
ambulance  is  provided  by  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  Hitchin  Road,  Letchworth,  for 
infectious  cases.  (b)  For  non-infectious 
cases  a Red  Cross  ambulance  under  the 
Letchworth  Urban  District  Council  can  be 
obtained  for  a small  fee  by  telephoning  to 
the  Fire  Station  at  Letchworth. 

LABORATORY  WORK. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  vomit, 
dejecta  and  blood  were  made  in  a case  of 
food  poisoning  from  eating  pork  by  Mr. 
P.  Bruce  White,  Department  of  Pathology 
in  the  University  of  Bristol. 


BYE-LAWS,  ETC. 

(1)  Part  III  of  the  Public  Health 
Amendment  Act,  1890,  has  been  adopted. 

(2)  Bye-laws  by  the  Local  Board  for 
the  District  of  Baldock  pursuant  to  the 
powers  and  provisions  contained  in  the 
Local  Government  Act,  1858,  and  Acts 
amending  the  same  were  adopted  in  1875. 

(3)  Bye-laws  relating  to  water  supply 
were  made  in  1907. 

(4)  Regulations  with  respect  to  dairies, 
cowsheds  and  milkshops  were  made  in 
1906.

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

Closets. — The  number  of  closets  on 
the  conservancy  system  converted  into  the 
water-carriage  system  during  the  year  was 
one.  'Ihe  number  of  each  type  remaining 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  aoout  62,  half 
of  these  having  cess-pools,  and  the  re- 
mainder earth-closets,  etc. 

vVoKK.  OF  Sanitary  Inspector  under 
Article  XX  of  the  Sanitary  Officers  (out- 
side London)  Order,  1910  : — 

Food  Inspections. — About  30  inspec- 
tions were  made  from  time  to  time  of  the 
various  slaughter-houses,  and  about  181bs. 
of  corned  beef  was  condemned  during  the 
year. 

Attention  was  drawn  to  frozen  meat  im- 
properly packed  in  thin  muslin,  which  was 
torn,  resulting  in  bruised  and  dirty  meat. 

The  four  bakehouses  were  inspected 
and  found  satisfactory. 

About  three  inspections  only  were  made 
under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk- 
shops  Orders,  which  call  for  no  special 
report. 

Slaughter-houses. — There  are  four 
slaughter-houses.  One  only  is  really 
satisfactory,  though  the  rest  are  clean  and 
well  looked  after,  but  too  small,  being 
practically  sheds  and  too  close  to  dwelling- 
houses.  Only  one  is  licensed,  the  re- 
mainder being  registered. 

Disinfection  has  been  carried  out  by 
your  sanitary  inspector  in  seven  houses 
where  infectious  disease  has  existed,  and 
in  another  house  disinfestation  was  car- 
ried out  for  verminous  condition. 

The  High  Street  was  cleaned  up, 
watered  and  disinfected  after  the  annual 
fair  in  October. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any 
action  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and 
Milkshops  Orders. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF. 

This  consists  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  (part-time)  and  the  Sanitary  In- 
spector, who  was  also  Surveyor,  Manager 
of  Cemetery,  Collector  of  Water,  District, 
and  Poor  Rates,  and  Inspector  of  Animals 
and  Meat  (full  time). 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  (November 
7th),  Mr.  C.  B.  Borthwick,  Associate  of 
the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute,  was  appoin- 
ted to  succeed  Mr.  Thomas  V.  Oliver  as 
Sanitary  Inspector,  Manager  of  Cemetery, 
and  Inspector  of  Animals  and  Meat  (full- 
time). 

Salary  contributions  are  made  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts  in  the  case  of  both 
officers.

OVERCROWDING. 

There  is  still  unfortunately  some  over- 
crowding, which  has  not  altogether  been  re- 
lieved by  the  provision  of  the  new  houses, 
the  reason  being  that  those  householders 
with  the  largest  families  are  most  fre- 
quently the  poorest,  mostly  live  in  cheap 
houses  which  are  unfit  for  human  habita- 
tion, and  cannot  afford  the  rents  for  the 
new  houses. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Early  in  the  year  a fatal  case  of  acute 
gastro-enteritis  in  an  adult  in  the  Klondyke 
area  was  instrumental  in  drawing  our 
attention  to  a deplorable  state  of  affairs, 
when  a well  was  found  to  be  contaminated 


from  a cess-pool  in  the  chalk  subsoil.  Be- 
fore and  since  then  other  wells  have  been 
found  to  be  dangerous  to  health,  closed 
down,  and  water  laid  on.  This  case  illus- 
trates the  urgent  necessity  of  closing  down 
all  the  wells  which  are  badly  protected  and 
close  to  drains  and  houses,  and  establish- 
ing a complete  water  supply  from  the 
water  mains  to  all  houses. 

On  May  10th,  1921,  an  inquiry  was  held 
by  H.  E.  Byrne,  Esq.,  M.Inst.C.E.,  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  regarding  our  water 
supply,  and  sanction  was  given  to  borrow 
;{i900  for  this  purpose. 

Water  mains  were  laid  down  and  com- 
pleted to  Bygrave  and  Salisbury  Road  to- 
wards the  end  of  June. 

Forty-seven  houses,  mostly  in  this 
Klondyke  area,  were  connected  to  the 
water  mains  during  the  year. 

Early  in  October  water  mains  extensions 
to  the  new  small-holdings  on  the  Bygrave 
and  Clothall  Roads  were  completed. 


SEWERAGE. 

Our  new  sewerage  works  were  com- 
pleted, and  the  pumps  started  on  October 
17th,  1921.  I think  your  Council  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  great  improvement 
in  our  sewerage  works  and  water  supply 
and  the  rapidity  with  which  these  works 
have  been  carried  out.  I trust  we  shall 
be  able  to  turn  our  attention  to  sewering 
Pest  House  Lane  in  the  near  future.
